EDITORIAL:- To Research or not to Research 


It is interesting to speculate on what exactly is 
the function of a UFO organisation,Ought we to exist sole 
iy as a means 'Of collating reports and attempting to do a 
thorough Investigation job to isolate the wheat from the 
chaff? I think this has to be our prime 00 jective,since 
all subsequent work (no matter who does it) depends entir 
ely on the manner in Which this is dene,It is no use comi 
tig up with fancy research theses or statistical analyses 
IF these are based on poor raw materials. That is why the 
work currently being undertaken by Trevor Whitaker (BUFORA 
YORKS) to-, try to improve investigation standards is so im 
portant. Where does research work fit into this scheme? I 
am not advocating that groups or individuals should aband 
on all attempts to work with the data to produce results. 

Of course it is true that in ideal terms qualified scient 
ists should be doing this,eg Dr Poher,However,in any field 
such as ours the work of amateurs will always be cf value 
provided it is not thought that a solution tc the mystery 
will be achieved by #ne man- *r group overnight. One can 
see certain groups have been involved with valuable proj 
ects in^the past.The Sociological Analysis done by Kike 
Dean WUFOS,being a key example,is well worthy of the 
updating he is giving to it for the New Year. Such results 
IF published to a general audience,as NUFON will do,can te 
of grea^ interest.Why then is it that so few groups seem 
tc wish to develop anything along these lines? It is here 
that NUFON could come into its own with exchanged data 
and ideas-on such work. Yet there seems t< be' a dearth of 
Vfclogists in the north orientated that way a laok -cf 

willingness to come out intc the open and ASK for help. 

This was shown by the apathy cf groups tr BUFORAs proper!

There is one medium which surrounds us abundantly

CONTACT ESTABLISHED 11 

The following is a summation of the first (?) open 
contact made by APEN(*), It seems they have been supplying 
many of NUFONs associate groups with diverse pieces of 'in 
formation'.This has consisted of humourous (dare I say lud¬ 
icrous?) taped messages containing voices with different 
ascents,giving different information/instruction to the 
recipient and photostat copies of 'doccuments' which are 
immediately suspect because of their over-offlciousness.At 
the time that contact was established I knew very little of 
this.I have been a keen Ufologist for ten years but have 
only recently become'active'in the field,I joined BUFORA in 
August and have since,via APEN,been thrown into-contact with 
NUF0N - so they have been of some use at least.I was sitting 
at home watching TV.The kids were in bed and my wife was 
visiting a friend,There was a knock at the door and on answer 
ing I saw tw<^ gentlemen whom I did not recognise,They announ 
ced themselves as 'APEN Operatives' but prefered not to give 
names,They proceeded to outline AIENs aims and functions.lt 
is "a very widespread organisation with HQ ir. America,"They 
aim "to initiate and sustain a fully coordinated research/ 
investigation network" and they prefer to remain undercover 
because,"they can operate more efficiently in this manner and 
their constitution requires it,"To me this all sounded reason 
able as I had no other knowledge,They went on to say that the 
present one way communication was a source of worry t<? thorn 
They needs other groups to contact them direct,but being under 
cover this was not possible‘.They gave the matter much thought 
and came up with an answer,They decided to contact me as a 
'neutral',with no contact with any of the parties involved,to 
act as an information collecting centre.If I agreed,they said, 
they would give me one address whereby I could contact them 
and they would refund my expenses,In return they promissed 
help with my personal research.They declined to say how they

knew of mo and loft saying they would ccntaet me again 
for my answer.I then discussed the idea with Gordon Clegg 
(BUFORA RIC) who though not as impressed as I expected 
thought it might be worth a try.Next I contacted Jenny 
handles and discussed the matter with her.Jenny's comment 
’Pardon my lack of nthusiasm' gave me food for thought, 
Shortly afterwards Peter Warrington and Jeff Porter 
paid me a visit and showed me the doccUments and played 
the tapes,I could see why people were not impressed,We 
threw the matter around,finally reaching the conclusion 
that such a liaison would be pointless.In all fairness I- 
rust stress that Pete and Jeff said they did not want to 
influence me,The decision was mine alone.My wife urged me 
not to "have anythung to do with a set up so blattantly 
childish as APEN.Such antics do nothing to enhance the 
respectability of what you are trying to do," I gave the 
i atter some thought and decided that any help they may 
give in my research could in no way balance the narm they 
have done and will continue to do unless stopped,Accordin 
gly I wish to take this opportunity of publiely dis-assoc 
iating myself with AEEN, Signed PETER BOTTOMLEY

p„te on APEN.They know our feelings,If they cannot trust 
NUFON and* come openly to us with information EXCHANGE then

INVESTIGATION PROGEEDURES«- l) Discovering Reports 

(As you may know NUFON has for some time been considering 
the publication of.an investigation proceedure guideline, 
BUFORA,however,intend to publish their 'Investigators Man 
ual' shortly and iherefore,not wishing to compete with what 
will undoubtedly be a valuable contribution f we have decided 
instead to publish kur own outline as a series each month) 

An essential prelude to any investigation is the 
discovery of sighting reports to investigate,Even for long 
established UFO groups such things do not entirely fall 
like manna from heaven,For the independant researcher it 
is more difficult still,We shall consider it from the view 
point of a group,though many of the suggestions will be 
relevant in both instances, 
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A 6 oup will vary in size from twc members upwards„ Obv 
iously the larger the membership,the becter the chance of re 
ceiving reports direct from members or acquaintances,This is 
useful,BUT it is not a good thing to have 90?6 of your files 
made up of 'non independent 1 material.Whatever the truth,some 
one somewhere will question the scientific validity of this 
evidenceNaturally one must spread ones contacts as far afield 
as possib_e,A useful way of doing this is by offering to give 
lectures zo various societies,There are vast numbers of youth 
clubs,astronomica.. societies,womens associations etc,who cry 
out for talks on such an inyeresting field,Of course they will 
not come to you,unless you are very well known,find a little 
campaigning is needed,at least initially,It is a good idea to 
have printed sheets to hand out,giving details of your group 
and,most importantly,your address and phone number for sight 
ing reports. 

One of the most valuable means of becoming known within 
your environment is to utilise the media,This principally 
means the local press.When you first begin a letter to the 
paper requesting sightings will generally bring results (this 
often works in flap periods too).Once you are established it 
is very much in your interests to GO AND SEE the newspapers 
and establish a rapport,REMEMBER - they are out to entertain 
and will want to decorate any UFO story with a certain ammount 
of human interest,In their eyes that means little green men 
or silver suited Venusians.You MUST .and this is very import 
ant,impress on them right away the seriousness of your group 
and your scrupulous scientific approach.lt is best to err on 
the side of exagerration in this respect.lt is obviously of 
value for you to have a story printed,BUT it is far,far better 
to decline if you are not POSITIVE it will present you in a 
fair light,Some newspapers and/or reporters_are best avoided 
like the plague, . 

It is perfectly possible to achieve a good- relationship 
with the press,so that hey come to you for comments on any 
incident reported,If they are sure that you will not pass off 
every light in the sky as a Martian mothership so much the be 
tter.When they feature a story don't wait get in touch with 
them IMMEDIATELY,The next day is too,late - the story will be 
history (ie forgotten).You will have to be prepared to go to 
some effort to track down the reporter,then the witness.lt is 
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up to you to do this work NOT the newspaper~ 

In more., populated regions there may well ba both BBC. 
anc independant local radio.Expansion of these over coming 
years will provide a useful avenue*A usual programme type 
is the 'phone-in' where the public ring through sightings 
for explanation or*ask general questions.Group representat 
ives,individuals and even sceptics tran appear with you,It 
is a marvelous source of raw sighting material.lt is also 
entertaining to the radio station and they will probably 
ask you back,This is important because it is no good hav¬ 
ing an all out barrage and then going to sleep for six mo 
nths.In those six months you may miss an important case. 

Relationships with more official bodies,eg police etc 
will feature later since they will not often report sight 
ings to you,Your name should be on file and they should 
be acquainted with your attitudes,however,When a sighting 
is reported to you two of your first ports of call should 
be local police and airpprts.If you wait a week to seek 
cooberative reports they will be filed under a pile of 
more 'urgent' paper work and nobody,understandably,will 
spend time searching for information they probably view as 
worthless anyway.Remember rule number one SPEED IS VITAL

Lear Jet whicn 
left for Dublin at that time.but this is by no means cert 
ain u Fifty minutes later LAPRO - were; on the scene of a multi^/ 
witness case at the St Matthews estate,Leicester.Six wit 
nesses observed an object like a 50p piece with lights of 
various colours (red,white and blue predominant),The size 
at arms length was certiinly large,varying up to a "glass 
table" or a "car"I It moved slowly NW-SE rising upwards 
and vanished either in line of sight or by vanishing,On 
Oct 30th the same group were back in action when children v 
reported a flashing red light,They went out to investigate 
and at 21-00 saw a red pulsing light themselves.The next / 
day at Runcorn NAPRA have a report from two witnesses at 
20-03.A red flashing light,rotating,the size of lp at arms 
length moved slowly and silently,at about 15,000' N-NW, 

Within hours,at 03-30 on Nov 1st,a very lucid young witness / 
in North Manchester reports to MUFORA an orange oval (the 
colour of a safety jacket) with a black patch underneath 
It moved very slowly eastwards and was the size of a Ip, 
Finally at noon comes a report from NOTTINGHAM of a form ^ 
ation of silver discs flying N-S very fast. 

NORTHERN IRELAND REPORT:: T.Miles Johnston BUF0RA N.I. 

It seems as if after the previously recorded 
flap died down the UFOs transfered themselves to Ireland 
Early in the evening of Nov 1st an object was spotted 
at both Lurgan and Larne.At '22-3# that night twelve 
witnesses from Londonderry and surrounding areas'saw.a 
formation of five silvery ovals,There was no official 
explanation for these,On Nov 3i a s Mr Johnstonyas appearing 
on TV,two yellow egg shapes streaked across the sky near 
Donaghadee.They illuminated the sky for three minutes. 

Again there were a dozen witnesses arid no explanation. 

The Met.Office were "baffled".There were ojeher reports : 
around this time,19-00,also,One report comes from two 
teenagers whose transistor suddenly stopped as three 
orange balls hovered in the sky.When they vanished it came 
on again.lt is hoped a full report of this will be made. 

The Northern Ireland branch have done investigation work 
into some of the cases ,and it is possible that the No/fr 
ist 'formation' was the Queens Air Squadron,This has not 
yet been confirmed.

CONCLUSIONi 


Careful examination of the photographs under a hand 
lens reveals a large number of minute white dots identical to 


those already mentioned,Their appearance gives no indication of 
real objects of any shape and it is the opinion of those examin¬ 
ing them that they are out of focus images of specks of dust oh 
the camera lens,This is verified by accurate measurements of the 
'motions' relative to the vertical and horizontal displacements 
of the fields of view on each shot,They match exactly,indicating 
NO reel motion occured,Wether or not any unusual object was SEEN 
we believe this is the explanation for the photographs.

YORKSHIRE FLAP;; BUFORA Yorkshire Branch . 

As mentioned in previous issues the mid-late Septem 
ber period was a busy one for BUFORA Yorks.The following is a 
more detailed account of the two most puzzling reports,both 
remaining-unidentified,On September 18th a girl and her boyfriend 
out for a ride near Holmfirth stopped on the moors,She saw a 
red light underneath a distinct reddish oval shape (see A).The

does not seem likely two similar mirages,widely separated,would 
form.

was driving across Emley Koor near the TV mast (see B).A 
brilliant blue/white light appearc about 1000-1200' up,It 
suddenly seemed to swoop down and lit up the whole ^rea, 
preventing the driver see the road or surrounds.lt then 
moved away again and he drove a little further down the 
road,He picked up a friend there who had seen the light. 

They looked back and saw it disappear upwards into the sky.
